BODY OF WALKER WHITE TAK 
EN TO RICHMOND.

The body of Walker White, of 
Richmond, who was found dead on 
his bed in the Fordham Hotel, un- 
der what pointed very stiongly to 
suicide, was taken to Richmond Fri- 
day, accompanied by his brother, 
Robert White, and Neale Bennett, 
of Richmond. Later developments 
not told in THE NEWS account of 
the unfortunate man's end showea 
that he had on a table in his room, 
a cup which did not belong to the 
hotel, and which contained the 
drainings of carbolic acid. 
Other circumstances which develop- 
ed afterward strongly supported 
the theory of suicide. 

White was forty- two years old and 
was unmarried. He had not been in 
ihe be*t of health, but it was not 
known that he was contemplating 
self-destruction. He is survived by 
one brother. Robert White, of Rich- 
mond, and five sisters, Mrs. Patrick 
SullWan. Mrs. William Munday, 
Mrs. John McCord, Mrs. Len Men- 
ter, of Richmond, and Mrs. Robert 
Minter. of Foonesboro. Until re- 
cently he had conducted a grocry lr. 
Richmond, which had been his 
home for a number of years, and 
was weM-known among the business 
men of Richmond and throughout 
Madison county. He disposed of his 
business some time ago, since which 
lime he had not been actively en- 
raged. 

In commenting on the case, the 
Rtcnmon d Register says: "Coroner 
Davis, of Bourbon county, informed 
ihe Daily Register that his verdict 
was death resulting from heart dis- 
ease. He said 'hat a number of 
newspaper correspondents had sent 
out a report that Mr. Whits took his 
own life by carbolic acid poisoning, 
but that there was nothing to jus- 
tify such a report, as no bottle or 
other evidence of such act had been 
found, and it was apparent that

PERENNIAL YOUTH 

Dr. Eugfne Fisk. President of the 
Life Extension Institute of New 
fork has enuncioted the theory that 
it is within the bonds of science to 
prolong human life to a matter of 
1900 y^ars. Dr. Fisk's interesting 
speculation m delivered at the an- 
nual meting of the New York Med- 
icrl Society, held on March 23. 
Wh'le admitting the prospect of 
such a prolongation of life was 
:athei i terrible one, Dr. Fisk was 
assured that the postponement of 
middle and old a?e, and the doub- 
ling and even trebling of the ordi- 
nary span of life, was not a fantas- 
tic idea. His opinion was based on 
the successful achievements of sci- 
tnce in stretching the life of the or- 
dinary fruit fly to 900 times its 
usual length, and after citing ex- 
amples of longevity exhibited by the 
turtle and by various trees, he argu- 
ed that "yourh is a physical state 
and not a function of time." Old 
age, said the doctor, was prema- 
ture. By eliminating the conditions 
conductive to physical collapse It 
would be possible to find a Mill 
of performing for human beings 
what is already performed for the 
fruit fly. The probability of sci- 
ence succeeding in prolonging life 
to 1900 years was not very great, 
as before that state of affairs earns 
to pass "changed, conditions may 
abolish al! life on the earth."

An Ordinance 



PROVIDING A LICENSE FOR CAR- 
RYING ON THE BUSINESS OF 
AN EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 
OR AN EMPLOYMENT AGENCY 
AND FIXING. THE LICENSE 
THEREOF AND PROVIDING A 
PENALTY FOR THE VIOLA- 

. TION THEREOF. 

JULY 8, 1920. 

BE IT ORDAINED by the Board of 
Council of the City of Paris, Ken- 
tucky, that each person, firm or 
corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of conducting an employment 
bureau or employment agency in 
the City of Paris, Kentucky, shall 
be required to first obtain a 
license therefore and pay an an- 
nual license tax of $250.00. 

Any person, firm or corporation, 
who shall engage in the business 
of conducting an employment bu- 
reau or employment agency in the 
City of Paris without first having 
obtained a license so to do and 
paying the tax thereof as herein 
provided shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon convicton 
shall be fined in any sum not less 
than $5.00 nor more than $100.00 
for each offense. 

This ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its pas- 
sage and publication as required 
by law.

1. BE IT ORDAINED by the Mayor 
and Board of Council of the City 
of Paris, Kentucky, that it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to break or cut 
through or make excavation in, 
upon or under any street in the 
Citv of Paris for the purpose of 
making connections or of repair- 
ing any sewer, gas or water pipes 
or for any other purpose without 
first having obtained permission 
of the Board of Council at a reg- 
ular meeting thereof, or, in case 
of emergency, the written permis- 
sion of the Mayor or Chairman of 
the Improvement Committee so to 
do. 

2. If any person, firm or corporation 
shall desire to break or cut 
through or excavate in, upon or 
under any street of the City of 
Paris for the purpose of making 
connections or of repairing any 
sewer, gas or water pipe or for 
any other purpose, he shall file 
with the Mayor, Chairman of the 
Improvement Committee or Board 
of Council, a written application 
setting out in detail the work pro- 
posed to be done and the location 
thereof, and shall at the same time 
deposit with the City Treasurer a 
sum sufficient to pay the cost of 
resurfacing or making repairs to 
that portion of the street disturb- 
ed, which sum shall be estimated 
by the City Engineer or Improve- 
ment Committee. 

The Improvement Committee or 
its representative shall approve all 
sewer connections before the 
backfilling of same by the con- 
tractor. All excavated material 
for either sewer, gas or water con- 
nections shall 'be thoroughly tamp- 
ed when restored, and shall be 
brought up in layers not to exceed 
ten inches before being well tamp- 
ed. In case of rock refill the 
same shall be placed in the trench 
according to the engineer's direc- 
tions and in no case shall any rock 
be backfilled, until a foot of the 
best of the excavated material 
shall first been well tamped above 
the top of the service connection. 
After the backfilling has been ac- 
cepted by the City, the contractor 
shall immediately remove all sur- 
plus materal and leave the work 
in a suitable manner before turn- 
ing the same over to the City for 
resurfacing the street. 

The City shall then repair or re- 
surface the street out of the funds 
deposited. 

Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be fined in 
any sum not less than $5.00 nor 
more than $50.00 for each of- 
fense. 

All ordinances in conflict with 
this ordinance are hereby repeal- 
ed.. 

This ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its pas- 
sage and publication as required 
by law..

To avoid apparent confusion in 
the minds of the public regarding 
the collection of the tax on toilet 
articles and proprietary medicines, 
the Bureau cf International Reve- 
nue, has issued a statement advising 
both dealers and purchasers that 
tax of 1 cent for each 25 cents or 
fraction thereof of the amount paid 
is on the article itself and not on 
the total amount paid by the e— to 
' mer when two or more such articles 
are purchased. 

For example, if a tube of tooth 
paste costs 35 cents and a bottle of 
perfume 65 cents, the tax is 2 cento 
on the tooth paste and 3 cents on 
the perfume, a total of 5 cents and 
not 4 cents as computed on the total 
amount paid by the purchaser. 

If toilet powder sells at 10 cents 
a box is one cent; if two boxes art 
bought the tax is two cents, al- 
though the tot al amount paid by the 
purchaser is 20 cents; and if three 
boxes are bought for 25 cents, the 
tax is 3 cents. 

The regulation providing that 
where two or more packages of 
cough drops are sold for 25 cents 
the tax shall be 1 cent is revoked, 
the tax being at the rate of 1 cent 
for each 25 cents or fraction thereof 
tf the amount paid for a single 
package.

COUNTRY GETTING TIRED OF 
NUMEROUS DRIVES 

The abandonment of the Inter- 
Church World Movement, following 
th failure of a gigantic and elabor- 
ately-organized "drive" to raise 
nearly a billion and a half of dol- 
lars, can be accounted to something 
more *han denominational differen- 
ces of opinion — although these, no- 
ticeable, had something to do with 
it. The "drive" failed because 
drives have gone emphatically out 
of fashion. For some little time, 
now, big business men have realized 
that drives were doing the country's 
finances serious harm, and that 
successive drives, following those 
which were really necessary and 
commendable, during the war, were 
encouraged, if not actually created 
by a class of men who were conduct- 
ing drives as a regular occupation. 

Several months ago a big finan- 
cial institution of New York sent 
out circulars to similar insti- 
tutions, callii g attention to the 
considerable class of men, since tho 
war, who made a profession of rais- 
ing money by public subscription. 
The circular described the activities 
of certain men who were named, 
and pointed out facts that went to 
show that a good many drives might 
never have occurred but for the in- 
citing impulse imparted by some or- 
ganization of drive experts, for til* 
moment out of a job. Had the Inter- 
Church Drive come along soon after 
the war. the enormous sum which 
was its objective would no doubt 
have been quickly raised. 

America is quick to give in amaz- 
ing amounts to worthy causes. 
There are so very many people who 
are actually gratified by an opportu- 
nity to do good by merely giving 
money, and there are. besides, so 
many people who are happy to pay 
well for a chance to see their names 
in the papers. Even now the Inter- 
Church Drive might have succeeded 
but for the spread among men who 
quickly control finances in its big 
and little details of the idea that wo 
have had enough drives for some 
time to come.
